DETROIT GcncraJ Motors took a key step toward its downsizing 
on Tuesday, striking a tentative deal to selJ its I lummer brand to 
a Chinese manuracturer, while also revealing that it has potential 
buyers for its Saturn and Saab brands. 

GM reportedly has an agreement to sell its Hummer brand to 
Sichuan TciigzJiong Heavy Industrial Machinery oJ' (^hina, which 
deds in road construction, plastics, resins and other Lndustrid prod- 
ucts, Hummer would be its first step into the automotive business, 
GM said the sale vill likely save more than 3,000 US. jobs in manu- 
facturing, engineering and at various Hummer dealers. 

As part of the proposed transaction, Hummer will continue to 
contract vehicle manufacturing and business services from GM 


duiing a transitional period. For example, GM’s Shreveport, La., 
assembly plant would continue to contract to assemble the 1 13 and 
H3T through at least zero, GM said. 

The automaker also said Tuesday that it has 16 buyers interested 
in purchasing its Saturn brand, while three parties are interested in 
the Swedish Saab brand. 

GM, which filed for Chapter ii bankruptcy protection in New 
York on Monday is racing to remake itself as a smaller, leaner auto- 
maker.

New CTA president 
reveals transit priorities, 
pet peeves to Red Eye

It seems fitting that Don Quixote is one of 
Rich Rodriguez’s heroes. 

Quixote, the adventuresome knight in 
Spanish literature, was known for leading ide- 
alistic quests. Rodriguez, a City Hall wunder- 
kind who has held lo jobs in the past lo years, 
recently embarked on his new quest: leading 
the CTA in a time when the agency is facing 
significant budgetary woes. 

In a sit-down interview with RedEye last 
week at CTA headquarters in the West Loop, 
the new CTA president revealed his top tran- 
sit priorities, a plan that would allow riders to 
reward CTA workers for good customer service 
and his pet peeves about the system. 

“I think I am adjusting well. It’s not as if 
I inherited something that’s broken,” said 
Rodriguez, 38. “I think we’ve got a good system. 
The city obviously deserves a great system.” 

When he took the CTA reins from Ron 
Huberman in February, Rodriguez was no 
stranger to mass transit. 

Rodriguez grew up in Humboldt Park and 
attended Von Steuben high school in North 
Park, Loyola University and Chicago-Kent 
College of Law 

“I’ve used public transportation a majority of 
my life,” Rodriguez said. “I still use it frequently 
I use it on the weekends when I’m able to con 
my kids into going on field trips with me, so if 
you see me on the weekends riding the system. 
I’m typically with one if not a number of my 
children.” 

As his profile rises, Rodriguez may be hard 
to miss on the CTA on the weekends — and not 
just because he may be toting one or all of his 
five kids, all younger than 13. 

He said he recently was riding a bus when the 
operator made it a point to announce Rodriguez

was on the bus — and no one knew it. 

“Unfortunately, I was wearing my island 
shirt and baseball cap and Birkenstocks. It’s a 
little embarrassing,” Rodriguez said. “I try to 
be somewhat inconspicuous, but I will have a 
conversation with the bus operators and try to 
get a sense of what’s going on with their garage, 
how the management is in their garage, how 
they feel they’re being treated and whatnot.” 

When he rides the buses and trains, 
Rodriguez is on the lookout for bad behavior. 
One of his top priorities is to improve CTA 
customer service. 

A recently released report found that com- 
plaints about rude bus and train operators were 
the second-most common submitted by CTA 
riders in the first three months of the year. The 
top gripe: Bus drivers who didn’t stop to pick 
up riders. 


Rodriguez said he imagines a system in which 
CTA workers would be rewarded for good 
customer service with tokens, similar to the 
ones that were used for fare in the ’90s. Under 
Rodriguez’s plan, a rider who gets a monthly 
CTA pass in the mail also would receive a token 
that the rider could give to a CTA employee 
who shows exemplary customer service. 

“Measuring friendliness is the one thing I’m 
going to try to focus on,” Rodriguez said. “Have 
our customers tell us and monitor the right 
level of customer service and have our employ- 
ees have some sort of incentive other than what 
they do on a day-to-day basis.” 

But if a rider received poor customer service, 
he or she likely would not be able to take a token 
away from a worker. Rodriguez said that’s what 
the complaint line, 1-8 88 -YOUR- CTA, is for. 

Rodriguez added that the plan is “just an 
idea. ... It’s not something we’re prepared to 
put in place just yet.” 

Another idea Rodriguez is reviewing is a train 
tracker similar to the Bus Tracker. Bus-bunching 
complaints have declined since the implemen- 
tation of the Bus Tracker, which now includes 
all routes except for special-events routes with- 
out specific schedules, according to the CTA. 

The CTA control center currently uses a sys- 
tem called QuikTrac to track trains. Circuits 
along the track pick up the location of a train. 
The technology has been added to certain routes, 
according to the CTA, but it hasn’t been installed 
throughout the system. The CTA doesn’t have 
an estimate for what it would cost to upgrade the 
system and make it customer-friendly 

“In order for that system to do anything near 
what Bus Tracker does, we have to actually 
upgrade our system, our signals and the power 
through the actual rails themselves,” Rodriguez 
said. “It’s something that we’re definitely look- 
ing into.” 

Rodriguez said he typically rides the train 
on weekdays to go to business meetings in 
the Loop, but he usually drives to work in the 
mornings so he can spend time with his chil- 
dren as he drops them off at their school bus 
stop. When he does ride the Brown Line from 


home, or another trains, he said he rarely leaves 
empty-handed. Like Huberman, his predeces- 
sor, one of Rodriguez’s pet peeves is garbage on 
the trains and at the stations. 

“No one should be beyond picking up a few 
pieces of litter,” Rodriguez said. “One of the 
things I’ve learned from the mayor, obviously, 
is to lead by example.” 

It’s no secret that Rodriguez is one of Mayor 
Daley’s go-to guys, which is part of the reason 
Rodriguez has bounced between city agencies, 
also like Huberman. 

Huberman became CEO of Chicago Public 
Schools after serving as CTA president for 
about a year-and-a-half Rodriguez held his 
last job, as aviation commissioner, for about 10 
months. 

“My intent would be to stay as long as I can 
add value,” Rodriguez said. “I’m enjoying it.” 

Leaders of local transit groups say it may be 
too early to rate Rodriguez’s performance as 
CTA president, but at least one union leader 
seemed unhappy about Rodriguez’s short ten- 
ure thus far. Robert Kelly, president of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 308, which 
represents CTA rail operations employees, said 
he initially was optimistic about Rodriguez 
when he met with him recently to discuss 
employee morale and safety concerns, but now 
he’s not so sure. 

“I walked away from the meeting somewhat 
with ... high hopes that we could resolve a lot of 
issues. That was about a month ago. I no longer 
I have that impression,” Kelly said. “We have 
to work hand-in-hand. ... I’m not going to label 
Mr. Rodriguez alone. I don’t think the CTA is 
working hand-in-hand at all.” 

But Rodriguez is getting high marks from 
one of his most prominent peers. CTA Board 
Chairwoman Carole Brown told RedEye 
Rodriguez is “doing a good job getting up to 
speed.” 

“He is just a nice guy, very diligent, very hard- 
working,” Brown said. 

Asked if she’s worried Rodriguez won’t be on 
the job long. Brown said, “I think you just have 
to wait and see.” tswartz@tribune.com

On the money 

New CTA President Rich Rodriguez may 
be dreaming the impossible dream. He 
said the CTA needs $10 billion to bring 
the system up to a state of good repair, 
adding that one of his top priorities is 
ensuring the CTA gets its fair share of 
capital funding.

On the $241 million 
in federal stimulus money 
the CTA received 

Rodriguez said the CTA has used 
$88 million to renovate the Blue Line 
and invested $50 million in purchasing 
hybrid buses. “There are rail and station 
improvements we’re making, substation 
improvements,” Rodriguez said. “A lot of 
the way in which we invest those dollars 
aren’t necessarily seen by the public.” 

On fare increases 

“As of this year, assuming ridership 
remains where it’s at, and that the public 
funding continues to come in at the rate 
at which it has, and we don’t get reduced 
[promises for funding] by the RTA, then I 
would anticipate no fare increases and no 
service reduction this year,” he said. 

On free rides for seniors 

“I would love to have a system in the 
city of Chicago that provided free rides 
for everyone, but the reality is someone 
has to pay for the system. So, you know, 
are seniors entitled to free rides in my 
opinion? Absolutely. They’ve made their 
investment, they’ve worked in this city 
for a number of years. I think it would 
be wonderful to do so, and again that’s 
my own personal opinion. But can we 
afford to do so? Again, the answer is no,” 
Rodriguez said. 

On extending the Orange, 
Yellow and Red Lines 

“That would probably be an extra 
$3 billion to $5 billion. There are a lot of 
monies that need to be invested in the 
system,” Rodriguez said. “Fixing the CTA 
to just a state of good repair is a multiyear 
investment, something where we’d be 
happy if we were to receive $1 billion to 
$1.5 billion in capital funding to really say 
we’re able to deliver the type of service 
that the residents of this city deserve 
over the course of the next five to seven 
years.” 

On the Olympics 

“I think we stand to benefit if we receive 
the Olympics. I don’t think the Olympics 
are hinged upon our system. It’s basically, 
‘Can we move individuals in a region to 
and from efficiently?’ I believe we can, 
given our current infrastructure.” 
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DUBIOUS METER DEAL? 

CITY HALL OFFICIAL ISSUES SCATHING ANALYSIS OF 75-YEAR PARKING AGREEMENT

City Hall’s inspector general 
Tuesday blasted the Daley admin- 
istration’s parking meter lease as “a 
dubious financial deal for the city” 
that was rushed through with “no 
meaningful public review” 

Inspector General David 
Hoffman said an analysis by his 
office found Chicago officials 
entered into the long-term lease of the parking 
meter system “for a price that was 45 percent 
lower than its value to the city” 

Under the deal, a private company gave the 
city an upfront, lump-sum payment of $1.15 bil- 
lion for the right to operate — and collect money 
from— the 36,000 meters across Chicago for 
75 years. Mayor Daley and his aides repeatedly 
have defended the deal, noting that the winning 


company offered the highest price 
to the city of any qualified bidder. 

“We do not force things through 
City Council,” said Paul Volpe, 
Daley’s chief of staff who spear- 
headed the deal back when he was 
chief financial officer. Volpe also 
appeared to suggest Hoffman is 
out of his league in analyzing the 
deal. 

At a news conference Tuesday before 
Hoffman released his report, Daley again told 
reporters that the parking meter lease and 
other privatization deals are essential to help- 
ing offset a growing deficit in the city budget. 

Daley acknowledged that people are “frus- 
trated” by repeated technical problems with 
the parking system. 

But he quickly shot down the suggestion

from some aldermen that the city should break 
its deal with Chicago Parking Meters LLC. 

“If we didn’t have this money, you had bet- 
ter believe we would be in the tank,” the mayor 
said. 

Hoffman said city officials should have exam- 
ined other alternatives, such as a shorter-term 


lease that split parking revenues with the pri- 
vate operator. 

Another option suggested by Hoffman would 
have led the city to agree to a lease with less 
severe rate hikes. At most meters around the 
city, the privatization deal meant an immediate 
400 percent rate increase. 

‘At the least, these alternatives merited con- 
sideration in a regular, democratic, deliberative 
process,” the report says. 

The report laid blame for the allegedly poor 
parking meter lease agreement squarely on Vol- 
pe and made only glancing reference to the 
technical problems encountered in the transi- 
tion of the meter system to private hands. 

Daley has argued for privatization deals by 
asserting that private companies are better 
equipped to serve functions such as operating 
parking meters.

Is Derrick Rose in the clear? The University'’ 
of Memphis says it cannot find sufficient 
proof the Bulls stai’ cheated on his college 
entrance ex^im. 

The question: Is that proof enough that 
he didn't? 

On Tuesday, Memphis' response to NCAA 
allegations of test- score malfeasance by 
Rose became public through open records 
requests from multiple Tennessee media 
outlets. The scho<jl's conclusion, accord- 
ing to documents posted on the Memphis 
Commercid-AppeiTs^b site? That it had 
“insufficient evidence"' to reach the same 
judgment as the NCAA, which aliegcd 
Rose engaged in “knovi'ing fraudulence or 
misconduct” regarding his qualifying SAT 
score, Memphis states the only evidence 
suggesting Rose did not take the SAT was 
provided by Lee Ann I larmlcss, a forensic 
document examiner the NCAA retained. 

According TO the school, Harmless “docs nor 
conclude definitively that [name redacted! 
did not take the exam. She wrote only that 
[name redacted! probably did not write the 
questioned hand printing or cursive writing 
on the exam form.” 

Though ntrnies have been redacted from the response letter, a lawy^er for 
Rose confirmed last week that the Bulls guard participated in investigations 
into his test scores -while at Memphis. 

Memphis stares Rose maintained he took each test himself when he was 
interviewed in the fall oJ'2007. Since he left the school, though, Memphis 
says Rose “has declined to participate further in the investigation of his eli- 
gibility.” Indeed, Rose himself has not issued any public comment nor made 
any public appearances since the allegations surfaced.

There’s something to be said for giving a bar an obvious name. 
When you’re heading to Roof, which opened last Thursday in- 
side new Loop hotel The Wit, you won’t have to bother asking 
the concierge where the bar is. 

The theory that heat rises certainly applies here on the 27th 
floor. From the hordes of pretty people to the firepits throughout, 
we found the opening weekend scene to be no less than sizzling. 


THE SCENE 

There are hotel bars, and then there are bars 
in hotels. Roof falls into the latter category-a 
destination for scene-and-be-seen cocktailing. Roof 
is a much-needed entry in the Loop, where the 
next-coolest al fresco bar options are the casual 
Plymouth and the nearby sidewalk patios at Emerald 
Loop and Elephant & Castle. Like the River North’s 
latest rooftop scenes-Vertigo, C-View and Zed451, 
which all opened last year-people are here to charm 
a date with a stellar view, kick off a night of clubbing 
or show off a perfectly calculated outfit against a 
soundtrack of lively chatter, clinking cocktail glasses 
and techno-jazzy-R&B beats. 

THE CROWD 

Though you can expect plenty of patrons in slick 
suit jackets or designer heels attempting to re-create 
their own version of “Sex and the City,” you also can 
get away with toting along your laptop bag for an 
after-work meet-up. Inevitably, you’ll share some 
square footage with hotel guests and tourists savvy 
enough to know this is the coolest spot for a post- 
“Mary Poppins” stop within walking distance of the 
theater district, but the majority of cocktail-sippers 
here still fall into the young, hot and hip category. 


THE LAY OF THE LAND 

Size-wise, Roof’s spacious terrace reigns over the 
previously mentioned trio of River North rooftops, 
and there’s ample seating by way of pillow-strewn 
booths, plus tables grouped along a long glass wall 
with a view of Marina City. With so much to look at 
(Short skirts! Sparkling skyline! Condos with their 
blinds open!), we wouldn’t peg Roof as a sports- 
watching spot, but there are two small flat-screens 
behind the outdoor bar, plus a third monstrous 
screen coming soon. Inside, the only thing more 
coveted than the cozy corner nook with a sleek 
fireplace are the spots on luxe leather sofas flanking 
two coffee tables, each inset with mini-firepits 
enclosed in glass cylinders. 

DRINKS 

We started the night shouting our order to a 
frazzled-looking bartender behind the crowded 
outdoor bar. “They need to fill up their drinks,” 
remarked a bargoer passing back our skimpy first 
round. (We know you’re busy back there, bartenders, 
but for a $12 cocktail in a relatively small glass, please 
fill ’er up to the top.) We tried some hits (Pimm’s 
Cup Cooler, a hibiscus margarita) and misses (a 
second, not-as-good hibiscus margarita and the 


too-sour Ipanema, made with cachaca, madeira, 
apricot nectar and way too much lime juice). Though 
the execution might not be quite there, we can’t 
help but have faith in the recipes, considering the 
talent behind them: two in-house mixologists plus 
consultant Peter Vestinos, mastermind of Sepia’s 
splendid cocktails before liquor distributor Wirtz 
Beverage Group hired him away to advise local bars. 

EATS 

Chef Todd Stein, who will helm the kitchen in the 
hotel’s yet-to-open restaurant, Cibo Matto, designed 
a menu of crostini, crudo and carpaccio-dishes 
easily pulled off in a teeny kitchen plopped in the 
middle of the bar. Some are a better value than 
others, such as four hefty slices of goat cheese- 
slathered crostini ($9) versus a meager portion of 
fried mozzarella ciliegini (bite-size globes instead of 
the pub-favorite sticks, $10). 

BOTTOM LINE 

Miles cooler than other bar options in the Loop, we 
have no doubts that Roof will fill a much-needed 
void from happy hour to after-midnight revelry.

Value: Fair to less than fair. $12-$13 for 
specialty cocktails, $7-$12 for wine by 
the glass, $6-$14 for beer, $7-$16 for 
most small plates.

St. Vincent’s job skills are 
better used for making music 
than manning a flower shop

A former touring member of Polyphonic Spree and 
backing musician for Sufjan Stevens, St. Vincent 
(Annie Clark to her parents) broke out on her own 
in 2007 with the critically acclaimed “Marry Me,” a 
strong debut of baroque pop songs that immediately 
made music fans and year-end list-makers take notice. 
Now the 26 -year-old returns with ‘Actor,” a brilliantly 
orchestrated album that retains Clark’s unique sense 
of whimsy, despite being darker than its predecessor. 

To record the new set, Clark buried herself in her 
favorite movies and began each song as an imagined 
film score. “I wrote the last album mostly on guitar and 
piano, but on {‘Actor”], I kinda threw those things to 
the wolves and wrote mostly everything on the com- 
puter, to mess up my own creative process,” says the 
Tulsa-born, Dallas-bred musician from her Brooklyn 
apartment. ‘Also, I was getting noise complaints from 
neighbors, so I did most of it in headphones.”

Did you feel any pressure recording 
“Actor ” given that “Marry Me” was so 
highly acclaimed? 

I put a lot of pressure on myself to 
make ‘Actor” something that was 
going to be exciting and compelling 
and different for me. I wanted to 
figure out ways to make music that 
was smarter than I am. That’s 
where the technology came 
into play I think anytime you 
write on instruments that 
aren’t your main instrument, 
you come up with things you 
wouldn’t normally come up with. 


Did you change your process much 
on this one? 

I kind of approached the writing like 
a day job. I’m a very nocturnal per- 
son, so in my other times of writing, I 
really got going at midnight and all of 
a sudden, 7 a.m. rolled around. In this 
instance, it was like, “OK, I’m gonna 
wake up at 9 a.m. and start working!” 

Was it easy to adjust your schedule? 

Teah, it was OK. Tbu rejoin the living. 
... There’s something really gratifying 
about putting on your proverbial suit 
and tie and clocking in at the job. It’s 


like, “I’m a ‘real’ musician.” 

When was your last official day job? 

I got fired from a flower shop in 2005 
in Boston. It was Valentine’s Day, and 
I accidentally delivered flowers to the 
wrong person. It was horrible. 

They fired you after one mistake? 

Well, that was kind of one in a series 
of mistakes. 

You mention Woody Allen’s “Stardust 
Memories”— a movie about a direc- 
tor who goes through a crisis of 


conscience after being adored and 
reviled by fans— as a major influ- 
ence for “Actor.” What is it you like so 
much about that film, and did you go 
through a similar experience? 

I think “Stardust Memories” is such 
a hilarious and poignant look at the 
simultaneous self-aggrandizement 
and humiliation of an artist. With 
“Marry Me,” I think it was a nice 
foundation to build upon because it 
was stylistically all over the map and 
such a strange collage. I could have 
gone a lot of places {after that], and it 
would’ve been accepted by my fans.

This year, they toured with Fall Out 
Boy and will soon spend three months open- 
ing for No Doubt. Fronted by blond dynamo 
Maja Ivarsson. the band's shimmering, synth- 
backed grooves aim to make tiny hips swivel 
in their skinny jeans, behind the paradox of 
bright tunes that court fans who wear sun- 
glasses inside. 


The verdict; Tracks like "4 Songs and a Fight” 
have their own sexy swagger, destined to 
make people under 30 bounce in unison. Yet 
I varssons voice doesn’t have the conviction 
of. say A Camp’s Nina Persson or Camera 
Obscura's Tracyanne Campbell, making emo- 
tional pleas like those found in “My Lover ' 
sound detached and impersonal. Only when 
Ivarsson's over-produced voice is able to soft- 
en. such as on late-disc tracks like “The Only 
Ones” and "Home is Where Your Ffeart Is " do 
her words sound like confessions, rather than 
empty promises. There's no doubt the repeti- 
tive. modern disco stomp of "Crossing the 
Rubicon” will put feet on the dance floor (all 
anyone really hears is the beat anyway). Still, 
this is a record less deserving of a close listen 
than a busy light show.

Small parties 

For intimate gatherings of lo guests or fewer, the wine you bring is 
likely to receive more attention and bring up a discussion as to why you 
chose it. Select a wine that you feel comfortable talking about or bring 
something that can prompt fiin dinner conversation— something with 
an interesting label, unique region or obscure grape variety. If you have 
been saving a bottle for a special occasion, this could also be a great 
opportunity to share it with a group of people who will really appreci- 
ate your generosity. 

Big parties
